STATIC OFFICE BUILDING 
"The 
various departments of 


State Goveinmcnt in Columbus are 
scattered from one end of the city 
to another.

"Since 1911, when the Depart- 


ment of Welfare took over the su-

There has been re- 
corded a gain in this state of more 
than 2,000,000 people during the 
past 18 years, yet, with the com- 
pletion of the new plant at Apple 
Creek, we will 
have added but 


three new institutions to care for 
an increase of 12,000 in the num- 
ber of our State wards.

shooting was accidental and 


entirely unpremeditated.

degree murder against

throw an entirely different aspect

Tulloch's break was 
dramatic. 


He had told police Mrs Lavine 
had shot herself while he was 
temporarily absent from the room.
